Whyte, U.S. PG-PUB 2004/01 17649 is the closest art of record and discloses a method 
for constructing shares in a secret over a network comprising a number of computing devices, 
each arranged to securely store at least one share in the secret k for which n shares are required 
to reconstruct the secret and to which access to a number m of the shares can be reliably 
provided at any given time (abstract). Whyte fails to disclose the calculations involved in 
calculating an RSA inverse with the RSA inverse being used as the secret key to be reconstructed 
amongst a plurality of computing devices.
